The basket has a hole in it 


This article on the complex 
issue of poverty in our nation 
will not he satisfying to those 
who have overcome monumental 
obstacles in achieving a lifestyle 
of abundance. Neither will the 
wealthy find comfort in what is 
said. Nor will those who think 
our government should take care 
of the poor like what is said. As a 
matter of fact, I can think of no 
one who will applaud. But, if it 
helps us to think more clearly 
about the issues involved, then 
the pain of writing this will be 
worthwhile, particularly where 
children are involved. 

I began my teaching career 
in Breathitt County and I 
taught language arts to the 
upper grades in a newly opened 
consolidated school. I was also 
basketball coach for the school 
and began in earnest to build a 
team from scratch. I had some 
fairly good players but needed 
a big boy to play center. And, 
there was one in my home 
room. 

Well coordinated, he 
appeared to be our ticket for a 
county championship. But he 
had never played basketball. 
No problem. I’ll teach him. So, 
I took him to the gym, cleared 
one end of it for my protege 
and explained that I wanted 
him to shoot baskets, bouncing 
the ball off the backboard into 
the basket. I left him alone to 
practice, ran an errand, and 
returned to the gym to find 
him sitting on the basketball. 
“What happened?” I queried. 

“Hit don’t make no sense,” 
he said. “The baskets got a 
hole in hit.” 

I explained to him that he 
could make a good player, per¬ 
haps play for Breathitt County 
High School, then maybe go to 
college or get a good job, get 
married, buy a house and make 
something out of himself. The 
words fell on deaf ears as he 
lolled out his tongue and said, 
“I’m quittin’ school when I get 
sixteen.” 

“How are you going to 
make a living?” I asked. 

“Drawin’.” He responded 
as he turned and dragged his 
feet in a shuffle down the hall¬ 
way. 

My middle class value sys¬ 


tem had gotten into a fistfight 
with poverty and poverty had 
scored a knockout! 

My wife, Janice, also 
worked in the mountains of 
Eastern Kentucky, supervising 
a nutrition program for U of 
K, and she tells of the frustra¬ 
tion in helping impoverished 
families learn and implement 
better nutrition. They tend to 
buy expensive foods with less 
nutritional value with their 
food stamps. Their kitchens are 
often filthy and they lie with 
their dogs on their sofas and 
smoke cigarettes. 

One woman welcomed a 
nutritional paraprofessional 
into her home and said, 
“Hon’y, you go right on into 
the kitchen and fix the meal; 
I’ve gotta watch my program.” 
This was the same household 
that the mother chewed tobac¬ 
co until it oozed around the 
corner of her mouth. She 
would not raise a garden. I 
have personally watched her 
children walk on ice in the 
creek, barefooted. One of her 
sons would bring buddies to 
the house to have sex with his 
sister for a couple of bucks.. .A 
sister who was mentally chal¬ 
lenged. 

Poverty won again. 

Paul Prather in an excellent 
article on poverty tells of his 
Father, also a minister, who 
sponsored a drive to give poor 
children bicycles at Christmas 
until the church found that the 
same children who received 
bicycles the previous Christ¬ 
mas were returning the follow¬ 
ing Christmas for another one. 
Their caregivers were selling 
their bicycles. 

And when we see the mixed 
results from President John¬ 
sons War on Poverty and how 
our government seemingly 
enacts these programs in order 
to garner votes at election time, 
we wonder how much long- 
range good these welfare pro¬ 
grams accomplish. There are 
those who claim that govern¬ 
mental programs tend to insti¬ 
tutionalize poverty rather than 
alleviate it. 

Prather says that poverty 
comes from multiple causes 
such as physical disability, 


mental illness, ignorance, fam¬ 
ily problems, drug addiction, 
and poor health care to name 
just a few, many of them over¬ 
lapping. I agree that attacking 
poverty is like hitting a tar 
baby that leaves us enervated 
and discouraged. But all is not 
despair concerning poverty. 

I think of many persons 
who have overcome poverty 
and made highly successful 
lives for themselves and their 
families. Like a class mate of 
mine who came out of the 
head of Millers Branch and 
wore gum boots to Elkatawa 
Grade School, but, who went 
on to a highly successful life. 
Like the number of persons 
who moved to northern Kenu- 
cky and Ohio and became 
solid, productive citizens, bely¬ 
ing the problems of their 
youth. Like the many families 
who used welfare for what it 
was intended and went on to 
do well for themselves and 
their families. Like the several 
housewives I knew in Breathitt 
County who used the WIC 
program to better their lives. 
Like the young man in Pendle¬ 
ton County who overcame an 
alcoholic father who beat him 
and his mother over her 
unfaithfulness, and he had fled 
to an abandoned car in which 
to sleep; rescued by faculty and 
staff at PCHS who took an 
interest in him. 

Jesus said that we will 
always have the poor among 
us, then turns around and 
feeds the multitude who, by 
inference, were poor. And 
throughout the Gospels, we 
find Jesus serving the poor, not 
the rulers, not the high priests, 
not the governors of Rome, 
not the fat cats of Wall Street. 
The sick, the lame, the blind, 
the hungry: These were his cli¬ 
entele! 

I am for the government 
helping the poor.. .with a mea¬ 
sure of restraint. I am for the 
churches helping the poor even 
though the need seems insur¬ 
mountable. I am for individu¬ 
als helping the less fortunate... 
in so doing we might redeem 
our souls from obsessing with 
money and cars and posses¬ 
sions. We can do better!

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Fireflies provide nighttime beauty; 
help control some garden pests 


Remember how much 
fun it was to chase fireflies 
when you were young? Once 
you caught a firefly you 
would hold it in your hand 
to watch the flickering light 
for a few moments and then 
release it unharmed to fly 
away. 

Interestingly, fireflies do 
more than generate enter¬ 
taining childhood memo¬ 
ries; they also help control 
some pests in the garden. 
On summer nights, glow 
worms (luminescent firefly 
larvae) often emerge from 
their underground homes to 
forage for food. A typical 
menu includes slugs, snails 
and caterpillars including 
cutworms. The larvae feed 
much like a spider by inject¬ 
ing a paralyzing toxin into 
their prey; then, injecting 
digestive juices to dissolve 
the prey and allow it to be 
more easily consumed. The 
adults probably feed on 
plant nectar to sustain their 
energy requirements. 

There are several theories 
about why fireflies glow. 
One is that the flashing light 
is a homing beacon for the 
opposite sex. The male flies 
around flashing the signal to 
attract a females attention. 
A female on the ground or 
on low-growing foliage will 
signal back when a male 
visits her vicinity. To avoid 
confusion, each firefly spe¬ 
cies has its own specific sig¬ 
nal to attract a mate. 

Another theory is that 


firefly larvae use their lumi¬ 
nescence to warn a potential 
predator that they taste bad. 
Larvae contain defensive 
chemicals in their bodies. 
When disturbed, larvae also 
increase their glow’s intensi¬ 
ty and frequency. 

Typical nighttime habi¬ 
tats for adults and larvae 
take place in rotting wood or 
other forest litter, or on the 
edges of water sources such 
as streams, ponds, marshes 
and ditches. The highest 
species diversity is in tropical 
Asia and Central and South 
America. Incidentally, some 
Asian species have tracheal 
gills that enable them to live 
under water where they feed 
on aquatic snails. 

To attract fireflies to your 
property, reduce or elimi¬ 
nate lawn chemicals. Add 
low, over-hanging trees, tall 
grass and similar vegetation 
to give adult fireflies a cool 
place to rest during the day. 
Reduce extra lighting on 
your property because this 
light interferes with fireflies’ 
luminous signals, making it 
harder for them to locate 
mates in the area. Fireflies 
also determine the time of 
night they’ll flash by the 
intensity of ambient light. 
This is why you don’t see 
many fireflies flashing on 
clear nights with a full 
moon.

We all know that sum¬ 
mertime in Kentucky is hot 
and humid, to say the least. 
But did you know that tem¬ 
peratures inside a vehicle can 
rise as much 19 degrees high¬ 
er than the outside tempera¬ 
ture within 10 minutes and 
can reach 45 to 50 degrees 
warmer in as little as an hour? 

Temperatures like that can 
make the inside of a car lethal 
for anyone as it can raise body 
temperatures to dangerous 
levels. Body temperatures 
higher than 104 degrees can 
lead to heat stroke, and tem¬ 
peratures above 107 can be 
deadly. 

Unfortunately, many of 
the deaths related to hot cars 
are children. In 2012, 32 U.S. 
children died from heat stroke 
because they were left in cars. 

Children are more suscep¬ 
tible to heat-related injuries 
and deaths than adults 
because a child’s body tem¬ 
perature can rise three to five 
times quicker than an adult. 
Children cannot regulate 
their body temperatures as 
efficiently as adults. 

Through a partnership 
with the Louisville office of 
the National Weather Service 
and with funding by a Barn¬ 
hart Fund for Excellence 
grant, personnel with the 
University of Kentucky 
Cooperative Extension have 
developed several resources to 
help parents and caregivers 
keep our most precious 
cargo—children—safe. Here 
are some tips from their Beat 
the Heat: Check the Backseat 


campaign: 

Never leave a child unat¬ 
tended in a vehicle. Not even 
for a minute. 

Don’t overlook babies sleep¬ 
ing in a car. 

Always lock your car, and 
ensure your children do not 
have access to keys or remote- 
entry devices. 

Teach your children not 
to play in vehicles. 

Avoid all distractions 
while driving, such as talking 
on a cell phone. Remember 
it’s against the law in Ken¬ 
tucky to text while driving. 

If you see a child left 
unattended in a vehicle, 
immediately call 911. For

USDA announces changes to crop planting rules 


USDA’s Farm Service 
Agency (FSA) has announced 
fruit, vegetable and wild rice 
provisions that affect produc¬ 
ers who intend to participate 
in certain programs autho¬ 
rized by the Agriculture Act 
of 2014. 

“Similar to previous pro¬ 
grams that we’ve adminis¬ 
tered, planting fruits, vegeta¬ 
bles and wild rice on base 
acres on a farm can result in a 
payment reduction for pro¬ 
gram participants,” John W. 
McCauley, State Executive 
Director for the Kentucky 
FSA. 

Producers who intend to 
participate in the Agriculture 
Risk Coverage (ARC) of 
Price Loss Coverage (PLC) 
programs are subject to an 
acre-for-acre payment reduc¬ 


tion when fruits and nuts, 
vegetables or wild rice are 
planted on the payment acres 
of a farm. Payment reduc¬ 
tions do not apply to mung 
beans, dry peas, lentils or 
chickpeas. Planting fruits, 
vegetables or wild rice on 
acres that are not considered 
payment acres will not result 
in a payment reduction. 
Farms that are eligible to par¬ 
ticipate in ARC/PLC but are 
not enrolled for a particular 
year may plant unlimited 
fruit, vegetables and wild rice 
for that year but will not 
receive ARC/PLC payments 
for that year. Eligibility for 
succeeding years is not affect¬ 
ed. 

Planting and harvesting 
fruits, vegetables and wild 
rice on ARC/PLC acreage is 


subject to the acre-for-acre 
payment reduction when 
those crops are planted on 
either more than 15 percent 
of the base acres of a farm 
enrolled in ARC using the 
county coverage for PLC, or 
more than 35 percent of the 
base acres of a farm enrolled 
in ARC using the individual 
coverage. 

Fruits, vegetables and 
wild rice that are planted in a 
double-cropping practice will 
not cause a payment reduc¬ 
tion if the farms is in a dou¬ 
ble-cropping region as desig¬ 
nated by the USDA’s Com¬ 
modity Credit Corporation.

1/2 c packed brown sugar 
2 tbsp passion fruit syrup or 
passion fruit cocktail 
concentrate 

1/4 c rum (dark or spiced) 
Vanilla ice cream 
Toasted coconut 


Directions 

Cut pineapple and papaya 
into roughly 1” x 1” strips. 
Remove pit from mango. 
Leaving skin on, cut the fruit 
in i” crosshatch pattern then 
flip inside out. Halve and 


peel bananas. 

• Brush pound cake with butter. Place fruit 
and pound cake onto a very hot, well 
oiled grill, starting with the pineapple (it 
takes the longest to cook). 

• Remove fruit when it develops grill marks 
and pound cake when it is lightly toasted 
and has grill marks. Place on counter to 
cool slightly then cut fruit into 1 ” pieces. 

• Melt butter in pan. Using a wooden 
spoon, add brown sugar, passion fruit 
syrup and stir together. 

• When the mixture begins to bubble and 
thicken, add the fruit and coat well. Cook 
until the fmit is slightly softened. 

• Move pan off heat, add the rum and return 
to the stove.Catch a flame from the gas 
stove or a long lighter. Stand back when 
ignited and flambe the fruit. Let flame die 
down and the alcohol cook out. 

• Place pound cake on a plate. Top with ice 
cream. Scoop fruit liberally on the top and 
garnish with toasted coconut.
